ration at the llayuiiirket thealre, has hud an ilhtstrious 
liiographer-—no less, it is «aid, tiian Oliver Ooldsinilli, 
altlwugh ‘Goidy’ never avowed any authorsliip. 
Th« 
book, is, we believe, somewhat scarce ; hence a brief 
notice of some of the peculiarities of Beau Nash may 
not he unacceptable to our play-going readers, as well 
as to our courtly and fashionable friends. 
By the exer­ 
tions of Beau Nash, the city of Bath was raised from 
comparative insignificance to importance. 
lie founded 
the Bump Room, and Assembly House ;|aijd the grateful 
corporation erected his statue between the Inists of 
Newton and Pope ; on which occasion, [.ord Chester­ 
field wrote the following Epigram :— 


T he st.Atue plncM the hnsts betw een, 
Adds to th e satire’s strenijlh j 
W isdom and w it are little seen, 
Jlnt fully a t f i t f l lt:net>i. 


Nash was however, a mixed character of vanity and 
gooiluess— of arrogance and philanthropliy. 
H e’ ruled 
with an iron sceptre ; interdicting the custom o f wear­ 
ing swords, to prevent sudden brawls, in his kingdom ; 
and he absolutely wrote a play for Punch against the 
slovens of Bath, 
Ho was known on a ball night, to 
strip the Duchess of Uueensborough of her w hite’apron. 
At that time i'ow ell, who is so frequently mentioned in 
the Tiitler and Spectator, flourished with iiis puppets, 
to the almost total neglect of tlie theatre— it was Pow­ 
ell’s aid that vvas called in by Beau Nash to play his 
satire against riding boots and white aprons Î Musicians, 
poetasters, cooks, nay even highwaymen sought Nash 
for their friend and patron. 
One Jack Baxter a notori­ 
ous hlack-leg and oflender from ‘Paunton gaol, dedicat­ 
ed his autobiography, to ‘his honor.’ 
'J'he King of 
Bath’s equipage fully accorded with his dignif y— he ap- 
preared in an elegant chariot, drawn by six ’ beautiful 
greys, with footmen and French horns. 
Nash always 
wore a white hat, alleging that he did so to prevent its 
being stolen. 
It is reported of him tlwt whilst playing 
at piquet, and overhearing a man exclaim— “ H eavensi 
how happy would all that money make m e,’ Nash, who 
won the stake, put it into tho man’s hand, C13 ing 
‘Be 
happy!” 
Princess and Lords made presents to Nash__ 
though he died comparativdy neglected in 17« I , aged 
8 8 . 
He had a public funeral ; and his qualities good 
and bad, were recorded in English and I.atin hy D oc­ 
tors Oliver and King — I^on. C ourt Jour. 


Mr. J. G. Hayne who some few years since obtained 
the sobriquet of G reen J^ea llayn o, ro cciv o d Ida dis­ 
charge at the insolvent Debtors’ Court, on \Vedne,sday, 
having been confined in the King’s Bench prison since 
November last. 
The schedule filed by Mr Hayne is 
ratlier voluminous, and contains 
among other items, 
‘Jewels presented to Miss Foote, 5,000/. 
‘Damages 
in an action brought hy Miss Foote, 3,000/. ;’ ‘Law 
charges attending the same, 1 ,0 0 0 /.’ 
The amount of 
his debts was 20,995/. 12s ; assets, 7,50/. 
H e had lat­ 
terly lived on his wife’s income, under tho marriage set­ 
tlement, and gifts received from his mother. 
U hen 
Mr. Hayne attained his majority, in September 1823, 
he was entitled to 1 0 2 ,0 0 0 /, 
Consuls, which have real­ 
ized him 139,320/, out o f which he paid debts to a con­ 
siderable amount, contracted during his minority, and 
his sister’s portion of 15,000/,— L o n d o n Court Jour.

T he teachers at this School w ere educated to teach fem ale 
youth. 
Their early instructions w ere had with special refer­ 
ence to this, as their profession and duty f o r life, and when 
they have taken their religious vow s they are withdrawn from 
the world, and have dedicated them selves singly to this ser­ 
vice and duty. 
The School w as upon a Catholic inundation, and the teach­ 
ers were all o f a Cathfffic order o f Nun*, viz, of the order of 
Hi. Ursuiine. 
The School w as. however, in a Protestant cnm- 
munity, and more than three fourths o f the scholars w ere oi 
Protestant parents. 
The school was, therefore, essentially a 
Protestant sehool.
